The revised city Income tax 
bill, levying a tax of K of on 
per cent on the gross incomes of 
indivéduals and the net earnings 
of corporations, was anew 
by the Bonrd ef Aldermen, 20 to 8. 

The measure will go into effect 
Aug. 1, as it contains an emer- 
gency clause and Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufman, who proposed the meas- 
‘ure to provide revenue to meet 
the city’s anticipated deficit, said 
he would sign it. 

Two Republicans, Aldermen Ver- 
non H. Riehl of the Seventeenth 
Ward and Jake Sellers of the Six- 
teenth, joined with the six Demo- 
cratic members of the board in 


opposing passage of the bill. 
There was no debate before the 
roll call vote was taken, the issues 
having been discussed fully during 
consideration of proposed amend- 
ments, 

Expected te Produce 4 Million. 

The new tax is expected to pro- 
duce about $4,000,000 annually in 
additional m revenue. The 
money will be sufficient to pro- 
vide §2,100,000 a year for 
increases for the city's 8000 e 
ployes, to avoid an estimated op- 
erating deficit of $1,650,000 and to 
provide about $250,000 for munici- 
pal services which have been cur- 
tailed because of lack of revenue. 

As originally proposed, the 
measure would have levied a tax 
of one-half of one per cent, but 
would have contained provisions 
for numerous exemptions. The 
exemptions were eliminated after 
fiscal authorities claimed the bill 
would be too difficult to admin- 


oa. 
he tax rate was then cut in 
half. Without the exemptions, the 
bill is expected to produce as 
much revenue as the original pro- 
posal. 

The tax applies to all persons 
who éarn salaries in St. Louis, re- 
gardless vhether they actually 
reside in the city or not. 

The tax on salaries earned in 
the city will be deducted by em- 
ployers and paid by them directly 
to the city. The deductions will

POINT LOOKOUT, N. Y., July 
10 (UP)—Sidney Hillman, Lithu- 
anian immigrant who rose to 

er in American labor and pol- 
itics, died at his home of a heart 
attack at 8:40 a.m. today. He was 
59 years old. 

Hillman, sor. of a small trader 
and grandson of a rabbi, came to 
America at the age of 20. He 
immediately became active in la- 
bor circles, and moved upward 
to the presidency of the powerful 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
Union, and the chairmanship of 
the Political Action Committee of 
the Congress of Industrial Organi- 
zations. He held both of those 
positions at his death. 

He had suffered a heart attack 
several years ago, and had been 
in ill health occasionally since 
that time. 

At 7 a.m. today, at his summer 
home in Point Lookout, on the 
south shore of Long Island, Hill- 
man complained of severe pain in 
the heart region. 
| A physician, Dr.- John Cahill, 
who lives nearby, was called, but 
despite all efforts, Hillman grew 
steadily weaker. 

At the bedside as he died were 
Mrs. Hillman; their son-in-law 
and daughter, Mr. and Mrs, Irving 
Lerner, of New York, and Dorothy 
Lerner, 3, a grand-daughter, 

Another daughter, Mrs. Milton 
Fried, who was with her husband, 

an employe of the American Em- 
daser in Paris, was notified by 
cable. 

Funeral services will be Fri- 
day with Dr. Stephen 8S.

Kenneth Royall Says He 
Asked Justice Depart- 
ment for Inquiry in 
May — Heads of Com- 
bine to Be Called. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
Undersecretary of War Kenneth 
Royall disclosed today that he 
had asked the Justice Department 
last May for a complete investi- 
gation of‘an “overpayment” of 
more than $1,000,000 received by 
Batavia Metal Products Co, on a 
war contract. 

He told the Senate War Investi- 
gating Committee, digging into 
the operations of a 19-company 
Illinois munitions group, that he 
also had asked Attorney General 
Tom Clark to inquire into the 
earnings and costs of Erie Basin 
Metal Products Co., an affiliate of 
Batavia. 

In a letter to Clark which he 
made public at the committee 
hearing, Royall said that he un- 
derstood that the Justice Depart- 
ment even then was inquiring into 
the tax affairs of two companies. 

Questioned Firm’s Finances, 

Royall commented in the letter: 
“There is doubt as to whether the 
company is in such financial con- 
dition as to enable the Govern- 
ment to recover this amount 
($1,000,000).” 

Royall’s disclosure came after 
he had testified earlier that Rep- 
resentative May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, chairman of the House 
Military Committee, had attribu- 
ted to him responsibility for an 
investigation of May’s relations 
with Erie, 

He said that May had talked to 
him several times on matters con- 
nected with the Erie company. 
May has been pictured in testi- 
mony as having brought pres- 
sure on War Department officials 


in behalf of the munitions group, 
which obtained $78,000,000 in war 
contracts. 


Royall told the committee that 


he first learned of the “overpay- 
ment” to Batavia in May through 
a report from his executive offi- 
cer. He then asked for a complete 
report, he said, of the activities of 
all persons connected with the 
overpayment. He said that he 
had not as yet received that full 
report, but that he expected it 
within a day or two. He said he 
had received a preliminary report. 
Got $4,500,000 Advance, 

Using that as the basis for his 
testimony, he told the committee 
that Batavia had received an ad- 
vance of $4,500,000 in May 1945 on 
a contract for construction of 
bomb components, 

Royall testified that Batavia had 
offered to make good on the over- 
payment, at a rate of $140,000 
down, once agreement was 
reached, and $50,000 a month 
thereafter. He said it was a ten- 
tative offer, and one that has not 
been accepted, for payment of a 
total of $959,855 

A reference to the offer was 
contained in a letter to Royall 
from Theron L. Caudle, Assistant 
Attorney General, which said that 
its acceptance might make prose-

VIENNA, July 10 (AP)—The 
United States Government an- 
nounced today it would not recog- 
nize Russian confiscation of Ger- 
man properties in the Soviet zone 
of Austria if those properties were 
acquired by the Germans by 
forced transfer, as defined at the 
London conference of January 


1943. 
At that conference, the Allies 


agreed that they would not recog- 
nize the transfer of properties to 
German ownership in German-oc- 
cupied areas if such transfers 
were made forcibly, even if there 
was apparent willingness on the 
part of former owners. 

Gen. Mark W. Clark, United 
States commander in Austria, an- 
nounced at the same time that the 
United States was prepared to 
turn over to Austrian trusteeship 
all German assets in the American 
zone pending negotiations of the 
Allied powers on the United 
States proposal to renounce the 
American share in German assets 
in Austria.

HAS NO MONEY FOR 
VETERANS CENTER 


Service Men’s Agency 
Has Asked for $17,388 
for Next 6 Months — 
$30,161 Already Given. 


Kirk E. Latta, executive direc- 
tor of the Community Chest of 
Greater St. Louis, today informed 
officials of the Veterans Service 
Center that the Community Chest 
has no funds with which to make 
a further contribution toward the 
support of the Veterans Center 
during the current year. 

The War Chest, predecessor to 
the Community Chest, early this 
year gave the Center $30,161. The 
Center’s budget for the next six 
months, however, includes a re- 
quest for an additional $17,388 
from the Community Chest, to 
match city funds, An ordinance 
appropriating an additional $20,- 
970 in city funds has been ap- 
proved by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. 

Frank C. Rand, president of the 
Community Chest, said no specific 
action had been taken on the Vet- 
erans Center request by the Com- 
munity Chest board, so far as he 
recalled. He said, however, that 
there had been some discussion 
of the question. 

“We've got to cut down on some 
of these war activities,” Rand 
said. “Some of us think the war 
is over.” 

At the time of the War Chest 
campaign last fall, in which $4,- 
836,000 was raised, Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann appealed for public 
contributions with the statement 
that “the problems of our re- 
turning veterans are primary 
among the obligations of War 
Chest-supported agencies.” 

The Veterans Center budget was 
prepared only for the first six 
months of this year when the 
earlier grant of .War Chest funds 
was received, These funds were 
expended within that period. Latta, 
however, informed the Center that 
no further provision for support 
of the Center had been made by 
the War Chest or the Community 
Chest. 


U.S. POPULATION 140,386,509, 
RISE OF 6.6 PCT. SINCE 1940 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
The population of the United 
States was 140,386,509 on Jan. 1, 
1946, an increase of 6.6 per cent 
since the 1940 census, the Census 
Bureau estimated today. 

It reported that the nation’s 
birth rate, which soared in the 
early years of the war, had de- 
clined somewhat since 1943 but 
had not yet dropped to its prewar 
level, 

Bureau figures showed the “nat- 
ural increase” in population—the 
excess of births over deaths — 
reached a peak of 930,000 in the 
last half of 1942, but declined to 
about 720,000 in the last half of 
1945.

SUPPLY OF COKE 


L. W. Childress, Presi- 
dent, Tells Ford Com- 
pany Will Do Every- 
thing Within Reason. 


Laclede Gas Light Co. an- 
nounced this afternoon that it 
would “do everything within the 
bounds of reason to increase the 
supply of domestic coke for St. 
Louis.” 

This statement was made by 
L. W. Childress, president of Lac- 
lede, to James L. Ford Jr., chair- 
man of the Citizens’ Smoke Elimi- 
nation Committee and vice chair- 
man’ of the Citizens’ Fuel Com- 
mittee. Ford, in the absence of 
the chairman, had convened the 
latter committee at the Mayor's 
office to discuss the greatly re- 
duced supply of coke and other 
smokeless fuels, and the question 
of whether Laclede had been cur- 
tailing the volume of coke gener- 
ally available for house heating 
here, 

Childress gave the informal 
statement to Ford for presentation 
to the Citizens’ Fuel Committee, 

“IT told Ford,” Childress said to 
the Post-Dispatch, “that we would 
make no more contracts for metal- 
lurgical or industrial coke, and 
that, if we could, we would cut 
down on our present contracts. I 
said the city could rely on Laclede 
for full 2 in increasing 
the supply of smokeless fuel.” 

Most Contracts for Tear. 

There are numerous contracts 
for the metallurgical and indus- 
‘trial coke, under varying circum- 
stances, bust most of them were 
made for one-year periods, said 
Childress. Thus there is the possi- 
bility that some of these may be 
ended before the next heating sea- 
son. Childress pointed out, how- 
ever, thatd iscretion would have 
to be exercised in withdrawing 
such supplies, as such large users 
as the St. Joseph Lead Co, and 
the Sheffield Steel Co. of Kansas 
City might have supplies assured 
through orders by the Civilian 
Production Administration.

Captain Put Bikini Film in Locker, 
But Can’t Remember Which One 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (UP)— 
A Government source said today 
the missing Bikini atom bomb 
films are in one of the thousands 
of dime -check lockers in New 
York City but no one knows 
which one, 

The source said that even an 
Army captain who was rushing 
the test preparation movies back 
to this country was unable to re- 
call the location of the locker 
where he put them for “safe- 
keeping.” 

The Army courier, this source 
said, put the films in the ‘locker 
during a date with a New York 
girl. The next day he was un- 
able to remember where the lock- 
er was. The captain had retained 
the key, it was said, but the se- 


rial number provided no help in 


tracking down the right locker. 

The search still was under way. 
The Army and Navy have mini- 
mized the value of the missing 
films, which were taken before 
the explosion of the bomb, 

The informant said the search 
was made difficult by the fact 
that the lockers are sprinkled 80 
abundantly through New York 
City—in railroad and bus termi- 
nals, subway stations and other 
places. 

The loss of the films originally 
was followed by a report that they 
were stolen while the courier was 
making a telephone call. 

The Army is investigating the 
case to determine if the courier's 
conduct violated any regulation is- 
sued umler the articles of war. No

Three defendants have suffered 
collapse—Field Marshal Wilhelm 
Keitel, Ernst Kaltenbrunner and 
Hans Frank, known as the 
“Butcher of Poland.” 

Keitel was overthrown by his 
own weakness of character and 
by proofs of his servility in put- 
ting into effect criminal orders of 
the Fuehrer which his private 
conscience at times disapproved, 
but which he, nevertheless, imple- 
mented as official intermediary 
between Hitler and the chiefs of 
the armed forces, 

Kaltenbrunner fell under a 
double weight—the name of his 
satanic predecessor, Heydrich “the 
hangman”; and the fearful title 
of “chief of the Reich security 
system,” which included the Ges- 
tapo, the security service and the 
criminal and security police. 

Admissions of Guilt. 

Both Keitel and Kaltenbrunner 
have pleaded guilty with reserva- 
tions through their attorneys. A 
recent convert to the Catholic 
faith, Frank confessed his sins 
in the witness stand with the 

sto of a new convert. Pangs of 
guilt were also acknowledged pub- 
licly by Albert Speer, Nazi czar 
of war production and a mighty 
consumer of slave labor. 

The summation in behalf of 
Rosenberg was completed this 
morning Dr. Alfred Thoma 
of Nuernberg. During the after- 
noon the court sat in closed ses- 
sion. The defendant, according to 
his attorney, marched in the front 
line of the Munich putsch in 1923. 
„He still appears as a fighter for 
a strong Germany,” said Thoma. 

Rosenberg was born in the 
Baltic provinces and was reared 
and educated in Russia. 

Dostoyevsky, said Thoma, de- 
fined Russia as “the nation with 
God in its heart.” The young 
Rosenberg was pained to witness 
the surrender of this nation to 
“Marxist materialism.” He arrived 
in Germany in 1918 in time to 
witness the Bolshevik revolution 
there and “believed he had found 
his life work as a follower of 
Adolf Hitler in the struggle 
against this danger.” 

Though chief of the foreign af- 
fairs office of the Nazi party, 
Rosenberg, it was declared, was 
not consulted as to the 1939 non- 
aggression pact with the Soviet 
Union, and Hitler’s decision to at- 
tack Russia in 1941 was announced 
to him as an accemplished fact. 
He made no protest against the 


plan. 

On July 17 of that year he was 
appointed Reich minister for the 
eastern occupied territories and 
Kknt vy exactly what was exvected 
of him. the pr ine day he 
attended a conference at which 
Hitler avowed wis secret designs 
as to Russia. They included per- 
manent occupation and extermina- 
tion of the Soviet --~vlace. The 
Fuehrer declared that thence- 
forth, west of the Urals, “nobody 
but a German shell ever bear a 
weapon.” 

Rosenberg, nevertheless, clung 
to his job, according to Thoma, 
with the purpose of ruling in ac- 
ordance with a 
gense of derencv an‘ justice. 

His Power Usurped. 

Though Rosenberg was nominal 
governor of occupied Russia, said 
Thoma, his reign was overruled, 
hampered or undermined in vari- 
ous functions by Goering, Hein- 
rich Himmler, Albert Speer, Fritz 
Sauckel and Reich Commissioner 
Koch, who rapidly usurped all sub- 
stantial powers, including that of 
shooting inhabitants. But Rosen- 
berg succeeded in delivering 180, 
000,000 marks worth of agricultural 
machines und tools into the areas 
under his scepter. It was stated 
that Rosenberg fell and Koch rose 
in Hitler’s favor with the result 
that the Fuehrer declined to meet 
Rosenberg after the end of 1943. 
During July 1942 Rosenberg re- 
ceived a letter from Martin Bor- 
man which stated that slaves 
should work for Germany and if 
of no use ought to die; health pro- 
visions were superfluous and edu- 
cation dangerous because every 
person with schooling was a po- 
tential enemy; it was enough if 
they could count up to 100. 

“To this communication from 
Hitler’s closest collaborator,” was 
Thoma’s surprising comment, 
“there could be only one reply 
from Rosenberg—feigned consent 
and feigned compliance.”

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GROMYKO FAIL 
IN VETO EFFORT 
AGAINST CANADA 


Russian’s Effort to Keep 
Country From U.N. 
Talks on Atom Control 
Overruled.

NEW YORK, July 10 (AP)— 
Andrei A. Gromyko, Soviet dele- 
gate, today unsuccessfully invoked 
the veto in the United Nations 
Security Council in an attempt 


to prevent Canada’s representa- | 
tive from participating in council | 


discussions on atomic energy 
questions, It was the sixth time 
Russia had used the veto in Coun- 
cil history, 

Gromyko did not press for a 
showdown on his veto and the 
Canadian representative took his 
seat. The Russian delegate suid 
he reserved his right to raise this 
question again. 


The council became involved in 


a dispute when Dr, Herbert V. 
Evatt of Australia offered a reso- 
lution to permit Canada, a mem- 
ber of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, to sit in on council dis- 
cussions of atomic energy. 

Gromyko immediately objected, 
saying this proposal raised new 
questions. He suggested postpone- 
ment, 

However, the Council voted 9 to 
1—with Russia casting the dis- 
senting vote—to admit Canada to 
the discussions on atomic ques- 
tions. Poland abstained, 

Gromyko then said his negative 
vote was a veto. 

Gromyko contended the matter 
was a question of substance, on 
which the veto power applies, and 
as such it was lost. 

Dr. Francisco Castillo Najera of 
Mexico, council chairman, how- 
ever, ruled it was a question of 
procedure, on which the veto right 
does not apply, and invited Gen. 
A. G. L. McNaughton, Canadian 
representative on the Atomic 
Energy Commission, to sit at the 
table. 

Najera vigorously criticized 
Russia’s indiscriminate use of the 
veto and said he deplored the 
council’s failure to take active 


steps against the Spanish govern-. 


ment. 

The other principal item on the 
day’s agenda concerns a technical 
defiaition of the conditions under 
which a non-member state may 
ake a case before the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice, seated at 
The Hague. 

The council also was expected 
to fix a date for its next meeting 
to consider the report of Dr. H. 
V. Evatt of Australia, chairman 
of the Atomic Commission, on the 
first phase of negotiations for a 
world atomic control plan, 

The U.N. secretariat was con- 
fronted today with the probable 
necessity of changing arrange- 
ments for the Generel Assembly 
meeting here in September to 
avoid a conflict in dates with the 
Paris peace conference.

NON CO-OPERATION 
kA MADE BY 
PALESIINE JEWS 


Inner Zionist Council Au- 
thorizes Drafting of 
Measures to Implement 


Program. 


JERUSALEM, July 10 (APF) — 
The threat of a Jewish campaign 
of non- co-operation with the Pales- 
tine Government took shape today 
as the Inner Zionist Council au- 


thorized the drafting of measures 
to implement such a program, 

At the same time a spokesman 
for the Arab Higher Committee 
announced that group already had 
drawn up a plan to tighten the 
Arab boycott of Jewish goods and 
to use non-co-operation as a “pre- 
liminary weapon” to fight further 
Jewish immigration to Palestine. 

The action of the Inner Zionist 
Council was designed to reinforce 
demands for the release of Jewish 
leaders who were arrested by 
British military authorities on 
June 29 following a two-week 
wave of violence and sabotage in 
the Holy Land. 

The council, at a special meet- 
ing, empowered its presidium, the 
Jewish Agency’s executive com- 
mittee and the National Council 
of Palestine Jews (Vaad Leumi) to 
work out plans for non-co-oper- 
ation. 

The decision followed a state- 
ment yesterday by Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann, president of the World 
Zionist Organization, that the 
British had “missed their chance” 
to restore peace in Palestine and 
that the Jews would “never give 
up their arms.“ 

His statement was echoed by 
the illegal radio of Haganah, Jew- 
ish underground organization, 
which declared in a broadcast that 
its operations had not been halted 
by recent British arrests and seiz- 
ures of arms, 

British troops continued, mean- 
while, to occupy the headquarters 
of the Jewish Agency and other 
buildings which they took over 
during recent operations designed 
to restore order to Palestine. 

Lt. Gen. Sir Alan Cunningham, 
British High Commissioner for 
Palestine, and Lt. Gen. Sir Miles 
Dempsey, British commander in 
the Middle East, conferred yester- 
day afternoon but there was no 
indication of the nature of their 
talk.

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
A call for deep cuts in federal 
spending is expected to be made 
by Reconversion Director John R. 
Steelman in his first report to 
Congress and President Truman, 
due tomorrow. 

Government officials said Steel- 
man's recommendations for paring 
the budget will be the first formal 
pronouncement on fiscal policy 


ever issued by the Office of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion. 

Details of the reported economy 
plans were not divulged in ad- 
vance, but their objective is a bal- 
anced budget despite impending 
appropriations far in excess of 
original estimates, 


Terminal Leave Pay. 

One big potential expense—al- 
though it may be spread over sev- 
eral years—is the projected 3-bil- 
lion dollar terminal leave pay out- 
lay to some 15,000,000 former G.Ls 
A compromise “anti-inflation” plan 
for making these payments went 
to the Senate yesterday with 
President Truman’s blessing. It 
was approved immediately by the 
Senate Military Committee. 

Even without this item, such 
previously uncounted expenses as 
Philippines war damages, housing 
subsidies and many others have 
upset the original estimate of a 
85-billion budget for the current 
fiscal year. At present the antici- 
pated total is closer to 40 billion. 

The immediate drain on the 
Treasury likely to be imposed by 
any terminal leave pay plan for 
enlisted men will be lessened if 
Congress approves the “anti-in- 
flationary” feature. This calls for 
the bulk of the payments to be in 
Treasury bonds payable five years 
after the veteran's discharge. 

The House already has approved 
an immediate cash outlay of the 
full sum. The bonds-and-cash com- 
promise will be ready for Senate 
action before the OPA bill is out

Terminal Leave Provisions. 

Here are provisions of the ter- 
minal leave compromise bill: 

1, Enlisted men and women in 
all the armed services would be 
entitled to two and one-half days 
of leave each month, the same as 
officers. 

2. Payment would be made for 
all such leave accrued but not 
actually received as time off be- 
tween Sept. 8, 1939, and July 1,

would be made in cash; those of 
more than $50 in bonds. 

Principal Not Taxed, 

5. The bonds could not be cashed 
until five years after their date. 
Then their face value would be 
paid, plus 2% per cent interest. 
The principal would be tax-free 
but the interest payment subject 
to income tax. 

6. Bonds issued to those now in 
service would be dated as of the 
date of discharge. Bonds issued 
to those already discharged would 
be dated to the nearest Jan. 1, 
April 1, July 1 or Oct. 1 after the 
date of discharge. 

7. After the bill is enacted, pay- 
ments to officers also will be made 
in bonds, instead of cash as at 
present, | 

8. No provision is made for pay- 
ments to officers or men for un- 
used leave which accrues after 
July 1, 1947. The present act of 
1874 giving officers terminal leave 
pay would be repealed. 

9. In the case of men and women 
already discharged, their sworn 
statement as to how much is due 
them would be accepted. They 
must apply for the payments with- 
in one vear after the law is passed. 
Details as to how this should be 
done will be worked out by the 
services and announced later.

They 
said they would present their pro- 
posal at a meeting of the board 
to be held later this month, add- 
ing: 
“In the meantime, we must con- 
tinue vigorously our fight to hold 
prices down and stop inflation. 

If and when contracts are re- 
opened, the fight must be for wage 
increases without price increases 
and must be waged on a national 
scale by the entire CIO.” 

The Chrysler delegates said that 
lifting of OPA price controls al- 
ready had wiped out the 18%-cent 
increase obtained earlier this 
year. Current pay for Chrysler 
workers is about $1.33 hourly, ac- 
cording to union spokesmen.

a C-47 Army transport crashed in 
flames here and that eyewitnesses 
saw seven parachutes in the sky. 


HOLYOKE, Mass., July 10 
(AP)—An Army B-17 bomber 
crashed into 1200-foot Mount Tom 
in a light rain and haze last night, 
killing 25 persons. 

The dead were four Army crew 
members and 21 passengers, com- 
prising Army, Navy and Coast 
Guard personnel. Their names 
were withheld pending notifica- 
tion of next of kin. Some of the 
bodies were mangled, making 
identification difficult. Parachutes 
found near the scene indicated 
some may have attempted to 
jump. 

The bomber exploded, setting 
fire to trees in the area. 

The plane, flying from Goose 
Bay, Labrador, to Westover Field, 
Chicopee, Mass., was overdue at 
Westover when it crashed, It ra- 
dioed 10 minutes before it hit that 
everything was “fine” and that it 
would be at Westover within ten 
minutes. 

Army officials said the four-en- 
gined ship was a Flying Fortress, 
with armament removed. Regular 
passenger seats, however, had not 
been installed. 

Aided by crews from Westover, 
police and firemen labored through 
the night and removed 20 bodies. 
A mile-long climb up the steep rise 
from the nearest point accessible 
by vehicles made the task doubly 
difficult. 

Robert Hodash, a reporter who 
was one of the first to reach the 
scene, described it as “a gruesome 
spectacle“ with some of the bodies 
“horribly mangled,” trees knocked 
down across a wide strip, others 
singed by fire, and wreckage scat- 
tered over hundreds of yards. 

He said the plane crashed about 
10:30 o' clock about 200 yards be- 
low the summit of Mount Tom. 


Bodies in Western Plane Crash 
Being Returned to Seattle. 


SEATTLE,, July 10 (AP) — A 
searching party was to bring from 
the Cascade mountain wilderness 
today the bodies of six occupants 
of a two-engine plane that dis- 
appeared April 26 a few minutes 
after taking off from Seattle on 
a cross-country flight. 

The twisted, battered fuselage 
was found three miles southwest 
of Lake Keechelus, east of Sno- 
qualmie, pass, late yesterday.

Where Busses Are Impeded, Survey 
2 Discloses. 


Automobiles parked on both 
sides of Locust street on the block 
between Twelfth boulevard and 
Thirteenth street have created a 


traffic hazard, it was found today 
in a check made by the Post- 
Dispatch. East of Twelfth no 
parking on Locust is permitted on 
eitner side of the street, or during 
the day in the first block of Thir- 
teenth, 

The narrow roadway barely al- 
lows room for the two-way traffic 
of the three Public Service Co., 
bus lines which recently have 
been routed over this block. Auto- 
mobiles, seeking to pass. busses, 
frequently cross the white line 
which divides machines going up- 
town from those headed in the 
opposite d‘rection. 

Count of Busses. 

Beginning at 8:12 am. 16 
busses passed the intersection of 
Twelfth and Locust going down- 
town, 11 passed it going uptown, 
four went north and two south 
in a period of 10 minutes. 

The east and west bound busses 
were operated on the Lee line, 
which was routed over Locust 
Sunday; the Lindell line, which 
began making a straight run 
from Fifteenth street to Broad- 
way on Locust April 8, and the 
Loop line which began service 
March 18, 

Traffic Officer John Otting, who 
has spent 15 of his 16 years in the 


Police Department directing mo- 
torists at Twelfth and Locust, 
pointed out that although the 
greatest flow of bus traffic fs east 
and west the bus stop area on 
the southwest corner of the inter- 
secti is only large enough to 
accommodate two vehicles. On 
Twelfth boulevard, on the other 
hand there is amp:e room for five 
busses to stop at the same time. 
Congestion of Busses, 

“The busses usually come east 
during the rush hour in groups of 
five or six at a time,” Otting 
said. “Only two of them can fit 
into the stopping space and the 
others have to edge close to the 
white line to avoid the machines 
parked at the curb. 

“Every once in a while some 
driver will try to go around a 
bus and then he gets over on the 
wrong side of the street.” 

Before 8:30 o’clock this morning 
there were nine automobiles 
parked on the south side of 
Locust in the 1200 block and six 
parked on the north side. Traffic 
was momentarily jammed when 
the driver of a tractor-trailer 
truck operated by Toedebusch 
Transfer Inc., tried to turn west 
from Twelfth buulevard and was 
unable to make it because of one 
of the parked machines. 

Both west and southbound traf- 
fic was halted while the driver 
slowly backed the truck to its 
original position on Twelfth.

Won't Let Oxdinance Collapse. 

“Laclede is not going to let the 
smoke ordinance collapse,” Otto 
declared, however. He asserted 
that the company was willing to 
change its policy again, if neces- 
sary, to provide additional coke 
cr the household market here, 
even if this involved a new change 
in the production process. 

Sales of domestic sizes aggre- 
gated 33.7 per cent of all sales in 
the first four months of this year 
and those of foundry coke 38.6 
per cent, compared with 45.0 per 
cent and 31.8 per cent, respec- 
tively, in the first 11 months of 
last year. Otto said about 17,000 
tons less would be available for 
the domestic market this year 
than last year, under the present 
policy, The foundry coke sells 
at an appreciably higher price 
than domestic grades.

Patterson testified 
that he took no action other 
than to refer the two men to 
Col. Maurice Hirsch of the 
general staff corps. 

Patterson emphatically denied 
that he had done anyone any fa- 
vors, asserting, “I am not in the 
business of doing favors for any- 
one.” 

He said that he had intervened 
with the War Manpower Com- 
mission to obtain additional labor 
for Batavia, but he emphasized 
this was done only to get shells 
a mounting . Offensive in 
Europe. 

He denied that May had aske 
him for, or that he had ordered, 
award of a big shell contract to 
Batavia. He termed this idle 
gossip and utterly untrue.” 

Paynter Disayows Telegram. 
Paynter’s appearance on ‘the 


stand grew out of a telegram to} 


a Washington newspaper, signed 
“Henry Paynter,” which said Sec- 
retary Patterson: was in possession 
of recordings of telephone con- 
versations in which President Tru- 
man, Senator Mead and Senator 
Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, had 
intervened with the War Depart- 
ment on behalf of contractors.

Telegrams From Firm Members.

WASHINGTON, July 10 (UP)— 
The White House said today that 
President Truman regarded as 
“wholly unwarranted” the recent 
attacks on Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, as an 
enemy of railroad labor. 

President Truman had said re- 
peatedly that he would not partici- 
pate in local politics of any state 
except his own, Missouri. But he 
recently sent a letter to R. Bailey 
Stortz, Wheeler’s campaign man- 
ager in the Montana Democratic 
primary. 

Press Secretary Charles G. 
Ross was asked whether the 
President's letter represented a de- 
parture from his oft-stated policy 
of non-interference in state poli- 
tics other than Missouri. 

Ross did not answer this direct- 
ly. He said that Truman’s press 
conference statements and his mes- 
sage to the Wheeler campaign or- 


ganization spoke for themselves. 


Truman Letter Defends Wheeler 
on Rall Labor. 


HELENA, Mont., July 10 (AP) 
—Bailey Stortz, campaign man 
ager for Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler presented as evidence 
yesterday in Senate inquiry into 
the Montana senatorial campaign, 
a letter from President Truman 


defending Wheeler's fidelity to 


railroad labor. 

Stortz said the letter arrived 
yesterday and branded as a dis- 
tortion of facts” a mimeographed 
letter assertedly circulated by the 
camp of Leif Erickson, Wheeler's 
opponent for the Democrat nomi- 
nation in the July 16 primary.

Only Defense Against Atom War 
Is in World Peace Organization 


Military Alternative Pictured as Requiring 
Sacrifice of Principles Underlying U.S. 
Democracy—wNation Reported More Vul- 
nerable Than Most Other Great Powers.

The Alsops, whose syndicated

| The article quotes, as the con- 
clusion of the experts, this sen- 
tence: 

“The o sure defense of this 
country is now the political de- 
fense.” 

The Alsops declare that means 
“a working, effective internation- 
alization of control of atomic en- 
ergy, with adequate and genuine 
safeguards. That means collective 
security. That means a working, 
effective world organization, capa- 
ble of settling any problem of 
world affairs by peaceful means.” 

Revolutionary Dictum. 

The Alsops continue: “For pro- 
fessional soldiers to say that 
- these things must be insisted upon 
as the only way of insuring the 
national security—and for their 
dictum to be officially indorsed 
by their equals and superiors— 
marks the extent of the revolu- 
tion of our time... 

“And it presents the curious pic- 
ture of the professional soldiers 
stating in more hard-boiled lan- 
guage the same objectives as the 
One World enthusiasts, although 
— seeing the difficylties of 
reaching those objectives.” 

The State Department Board of 
Consultants, headed by David E. 
Lilienthal, arrived at the same 
conclusion, that “there can be no 
adequate military defense against 
atomic weapons.” 

At the outset of the Army study, 
say the Alsops, it was assumed 
that the political objectives as- 
suring world peace would not be 
attained. From this point the 
Army experts proceeded by care- 
ful logical analysis to their final 
conclusion. 

Quickly it became apparent,-the 
Alsops say, that: “Unless present 
trends are reversed by political 
action, all major powers will short- 
ly possess atomic armaments.” 
Whether this takes five years or 
30 years does not alter the prob- 
lem, essentially. Atomic arma- 
ments mean not only atom bombs, 
but — for instance — atom bomb 
rockets which may guided to their 
objective “half way round the 
world” by electronic devices. 

Equal to Imagination. 

Furthermore, the Army study 
was forced to believe that “the 
new weapons, used en masse, have 
the terrible capabilities which 
imagination commonly attributes 
to them.” Adequate defenses 
were ruled out; it was deemed cer- 
tain that enough atomic missiles 
could get through the best de- 
fense system to “take a toll which 
is beyond the imagination, and 
can only be calculated by the re- 
morseless mathematics of the 
slide rule.” Casualties up to 50 
per cent of the total American 
population were found to be “en- 
tirely possible” in a single attack. 

Thus the conclusion: “There is 
mo satisfactory alternative to the 
political defense.” 

The Alsops, however, Ay in the 
Saturday Evening Post that they 
have consulted Army experts, 
scientists and State Department 


international organization for 
peace, Their findings are not at- 
tractive. 

A military defense, say the Al- 
sops, “would require much more 
than heavy personal sacrifices by 
every American; it would require 
the sacrifice of principles which 
are the very flesh and blood and 
sinew of our society.” 

The Alsops begin their dis- 
cussion of a possible military de- 


.|fense of America by remembering 


the nature of the target, to an 
enemy, and the possibilities of 
atomic destruction. The Army ex- 
perts, they say, after “a careful 
study of all the immense mass of 
secret data available to the 
American Government,” have con- 
cluded, among other things, that 
this nation presents a target 
more tempting than any other 
great power, and more vulnerable 
than most.” 

Our eities contain the majority 
of our people—and “the richest 
productive complex the world has 
ever known.” Yet, say the Alsops, 
“three atomic bombs can flatten 
Washington, and 10 can transform 
the whole vast, teeming megalop- 
olis of New York into a heap of 
smoking rubble.” : 

Further complicating a defense 
system, they point out, is the con- 
stitutional provision that only 
Congress can declare war. When 
Congress even begins to debate 
such a step, they say, the enemy 
will unleash his attack. 

Rockets For Defense. 


Our only military defense, then, 
lies in the possession of a great 
chain of relatively invulnerable, 
underground rocket installations, 
from which we could strike back 
at the enemy, hoping that such 
a threat would discourage him 
from striking first. Such installa- 
tions, they say, would have to be 
kept constantly on the alert. Great 
quantities of war materials would 
have to be stockpiled, because 
much of our industrial potential 
would be destroyed at the first 
blow. 

In addition, say the Alsops, this 
nation would have to institute a 
vast system of international spy- 
ing, sensitive to every possible 
threat. Our cities would have to 
be dispersed, our people all put 
under military conscription—and, 
in short, subjected to a regime of 
discipline and control that would 
a radically our whole national 

e. 

Meanwhile, we would be forced 
to enter a frantic struggle for 
military allies in the arena of 
power politics, desperately hoping 
to build up a power to resist after 
the first terrible blow had fallen 
— But one can have enough of 
any nightmare 

The alternatives to world or- 
ganization to maintain the peace, 
the Alsops conclude, are intoler- 
able in cold, hard military fact. 

“No true demgcracy can main- 
tain an immense and powerful 
armament in a state of 24-hour 
alert for years and decades on 
end. No true democracy can con- 
fide to a single ‘individual, the 
rocket controller, such responsi- 
bilities as would be his. No true 
democracy, and especially no 
American democracy, can base its 
international relations on a ruth- 
less system of power alliances. No 
true democracy can enforce mili- 
tary discipline among all its peo- 
ple, or suspend the right of free- 
dom from search and seizure, or 
condemn by dictate all its great 
cities and bodily transplant their 
inhabitants to new homes. And

Plans for U.S. 
Spy Service 
Still in Making 


Tentative Steps 
Taken Toward 
Foreign Intelli- 
gence System. 


By CLARKE BEACH 
(FIRST OF THREE ARTICLES) 
WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP) 


HE United States Government 

is frankly trying to build up 

the best foreign intelligence 
system it can devise. 

Nobody doubts the need for it. 
The only question is whether we 
are going about it in the right 
way. 

We mandged to recover from 
the sneak attack on Pearl Harbor, 
but our military leaders warn 
that we can’t afford the luxury of 
another such surprise. They say 
if a treacherous enemy were to 
attack again he probably would 
deliver an annihilating shower of 
atom bombs. 

Probably nothing but  fore- 
knowledge of the danger could 
help us avert disaster. 

Steps Already Taken. 

President Truman laid the cor- 
nerstone of the system by estab- 
lishing in January the National 
Intelligence Authority (NIA), Its 
job is to plan, develop and co- 
ordinate all federal foreign intel- 
ligence activities. It is composed 
of the Secretaries of State, War 
and Navy and the President’s per- 
sonal representative, Fleet Adm. 
William D. Leahy. 

As a full-time, administrative 
unit under the NIA, the Presidént 
created the Central Intelligence 
Group (CIG) to sort out and eval- 
uate information and distribute 
— to interested government agen- 
cies. 

The CIG as now constituted has 
no part in actually gathering the 
foreign information. That has been 
left to State Department repre- 
sentatives abroad, to Army and 
Navy intelligence officers and em- 
ployes and to any othe> agency 
which might contribute pertinent 
facts. 

The CIG has no funds or per- 
sonnel of its own, Its staff and 
operating expenses We contrib- 
uted by the State, War and Navy 
Departments. 

The director of Central Intelli- 
gence, Lt. Gen. Hoyt S. Vanden- 
berg, has no authority to give 
orders to the several intelligence 
units which provide him with his 
information, He must work 
through the NIA and the various 
departmental officials. 

Efficient British System. 

Nothing in the present set-up 
compares with the British Secret 
Service, which for about 700 years 
has kept the English government 
informed of foreign governments’ 
intentions and their ability to meet 
these intentions. The British serv- 
ice is entirely separate from the 
British army and navy, each of 
which has its own intelligence 
service. 

The CIG, however, is still in 
its formative stage, and under 
the President’s directive the NIA 
can authorize it to perform any 
intelligence task which it believes 
can be “more efficiently accom- 
plished centrally.” 

Up to now CIG hasn’t had the 
funds, personnel or opportunity to 
do much more than compile in- 
telligence reports into a single re- 
port which is submitted to the 
White House and to various high- 
ranking officials. 

Unification of Services. 

In the opinion of many experts, 
the best hope for CIG to become 
a really effective intelligence unit 
lies in the President’s proposal for 
unification of the armed forces. 

This plan included placing the 
central intelligence agency under 
the secretary of national defense, 
under whom the Army, Navy and 
air forces would be directed, 

The central agency would thus 
have its own funds . ppropriated 
by Congress, and its position and 
authority would be clearly de- 
fined, 

It seems unlikely tho unifica- 
tion bill will be passed this ses- 
sion of Congress. 

Spy Network Abroad. 


To the question whether the 
United States contemplates a net- 
work of under-cover agents abroad, 
the departments concerned with 
intelligence cannot be expected to 
give direct answers.

These officials expressed more 
cautious optimism, however, in 
speculating on either the speed or 
degree of success which Marshall 
and Stuart may achieve. Some 
said China's problems appear to 
be piling up rather than dis- 
solving. 

(The White House said today 
that Truman’s nomination of Stu- 
art was based on Marshall's 
recommendation, the United Press 
reported. It quoted Press Secre- 
tary Charles G. Ross as saying 
Marshall reported Stuart to be 
thoroughly familiar with condi- 
tions in China, and as saying that 
“the appointment will facilitate 
the work of Gen. Marshall.’) 

The latest. development in the 
tangled situation came almost sim- 
ultaneously with President Tru- 
man’s nomination of Stuart as en- 
voy to Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek’s government. 

Fiorello H. LaGuardia, director 
general of the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion, announced that effective at 
noon yesterday all shipments of 
badly needed relief and rehabili- 
tation supplies to China except 
emergency foods were being sus- 
pended. 

LaGuardia’s action was one of 
the most drastic ever taken by 
UNRRA. It cut off shipments to 
China of farm machinery, fertiliz- 
ers, fishing boats, trucks, steel 
rails, locomotives, clothing and 
textiles. 

May Put Chiang on Spot. 

Some persons here suggested 
that LaGuardia’s action might 
have the incident&l result of put- 
ting Chiang in a tough spot po- 
litically, particularly if the sus- 
pension lasts long enough for his 
critics to make political capital 
out of it. 

This would be especially true if 
LaGuardia carried out his threat, 
also made public yesterday, to cut 
off even the food supplies unless 
they are distributed to UNRRA’'S 
satisfaction. 

Although LaGuardia acted after 
complaints by UNRR/¢. staff mem- 
bers in China that Chiang’s gov- 
ernment was failing to get -relief 
supplies to needy millions in the 
interior, and that some relief was 
being diverted for political ends, 


Senators quoted the UNRRA di- 
rector as saying he had not re- 


ceived their cabled protests. 
LaGuardia and Assistant Sec- 
retary of State W. L. Clayton 
appeared before the Senate Appro-

Blandy Predicts 
Parts of Ships Will 
Be Hurled Two 
Miles in Air.

HE shallow underwater ex- 
T piosion of the atomic bomb, 

scheduled tentatively for July 
25, is expected to hurl fragments 
of shattered target ships nearly 
two miles in the air, V. Adm. W. 
H. P. Blandy disclosed today. 

Blandy, commander o the Oper- 
ation Crossroads project, said aft- 
er the first Test Baker conference 
with his officers that the burst 
in Bikini lagoon will produce a 
gigantic waterspout. 

„It is believed,” Blandy said, 
“that/ a column of water 2000 to 
2500/ feet in diameter will rise 
from the lagoon 8000 to 10,000 feet 
high.” 

Comdr. Roger Revelle, Task 
Force One oceanographer, esti- 
mated that the spout will contain 
about 1,000,000 tons of water. 

“An Awful Going Over.” 

Blandy said the ships in the 
nearly half-mile circle of rising 
water “are going to get an awful 
going over.” 

“Those vessels in the center will 
rise with it—in pieces or intact,” 
he continued, “Those on the fringe 
will capsize. Smaller fragments 
of smashed ships might rise 8000 
to 10,000 feet.” 

Surging up even higher than 
the waterspout, probably to 20,000 
feet, will be a jet of steam, atomic 
fission products and gases, Blandy 
said. 

He disclosed that some scien- 
tists of Joint Task Force One ex- 
pect the Baker day bomb to pro- 
duce waves 100 feet high. But the 
average estimate, he added, is 70 
feet. 

Blandy expects this wave action 
to sink many ships which might 
otherwise survive. 

Blandy predicted no danger to 
the task force fleet from the radio- 
active tower of water, spray and 
steam, but he said radioactive 
thundershowers might occur to the 
west,

Highlights of Derevyanko’s pro- 
posal were provisions for the 48- 
hour week, two weeks’ vacation 
with pay, unemployment allow- 
ances and annuities for the aged.

Turning to Derevyanko, he said:

“get acquainted with the basie 
laws of the U.S. S. R. and labor 
legislation. If this is insufficient, 
then I can only advise Mr. Atche 
son to make a trip to the Soviet 
Union and get acquainted.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The atomic arms race is already on. 
The stores of bombs are growing. And 
in the laboratories of the world many 
patriots are working long hours dedi- 
cated to the protection of sovereignty 
and the slaughter of mankind. 

It is a thing to wonder at, the specta- 
cle of a civilization committing suicide. 
It is also a thing to weep about. It can 
make us neurotic, it can turn us to 
drink, it can bog us down in apathy 
and despair. It is doing just those things 
to many people. Now, in the name of 
sanity and in the name of God, it is 
time to meet the spectacle with some- 
thing more and, doing so, to stop it. 

Although we know that the mortal 
peril the world is in will not be auto- 
matically removed by reading books, we 
are making this plea to the people of 
America to read “One World or None: 
A Report to the Public on the Full 
Meaning of the Atomic Bomb” and the 
State Department Report on the Inter- 
national Control of Atomic Energy. One 
of these costs $1, the other 35 cents. 

The “What have we done?” and the 
“Where do we go?” of atomic energy 
are given answers here, on the highest 
authority in the land. These are the 
questions which—unless we understand 
them—will work themselves out to our 
destruction. And these two books are 
the only sources of basic understanding 
to which the non-scientist, the average 
citizen, can turn. This is the simple 
logic of our appeal. 

We feel that unless the ideas and facts 
contained in these two books are read, 
thought about and talked about by peo- 
ple everywhere, we can expect to sub- 
merge all our energies in an atomic arms 
race which, like all the other armaments 
races in history, can have only one result. 
The result in this case will be a war 
which may mean the end of the cities 
of man on earth.

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A Question of Honor 


Senator Mitchell says that “the integrity of 


Congress is involved” in the connection of Rep- 
resentative A. J. May, chairman of the House 


Military Affairs Committee, with the pirateering 
munitions combine known as the Erie Basin com- 
panies. This is, if anything, an understatement, 
for something even more important is involved 
—the confidence of people in Congress and in 
representative government. Congress will im- 
pugn its own honor if it fails to expel a man 
who, on the present record, is palpably the errand 
boy of pirates and profiteers. 


The record painstakingly assembled by the 
Mead Committee’ shows that the Erie Basin com- 
bine, using every known dodge, profiteered to 
the tune of some $5,000,000. The police record 
of the Brothers Garsson, who built this phony 
empire up from a letterhead, is shown in an ar- 
ticle reprinted under the cartoon on this page 
today. 

Representative May was the eager consort, the 
willing tool, of these men at every turn. Of one 
of their many enterprises, the Cumberland Lum- 
ber Co., domiciled in the Congressman’s home 
town, Mr. May was president, manager and the 
legally responsible agent. He cashed more than 
$15,000 of checks that Cumberland Lumber re- 
ceived from other Garsson companies, and de- 
posited at least one of these checks to his per- 
sonal account.

May stated on the floor of Congress that he 
acted from the patriotic impulse to aid a war en- 
terprise and that at no time did he hope to gain 
a dollar from the operations of the Cumberland 
Lumber Co. But a letter signed by May and in 
possession of the Mead Committee tells another 
story. That letter, identified by the writer’s sig- 
nature, says, “I am in position to lose more 
money than anybody” (if the timber deal failed) 
and, “I have already paid $10,000 on the purchase 
price and expect to put up another 10 for op- 
erating capital including purchase of machinery.” 
In another letter to the same person, May said 
he was “putting up another $2500” at a later 
date. 


Against these cancelled checks and these let- . 


ters—against the Congressman’s fevered and of- 
fensive lobbying for the associated Garsson com- 
panies over a period of three years—there stands 
only May’s unsupported statement, in desperate 
defense of his political life, that “I did not profit 
a dollar.” 

Where are the books of the Cumberland Lum- 
ber Co.? The investigators cannot find them. 
Is it a mere happenstance that they are missing? 


Senator Mitchell and Mead have implored May 
to appear before the War Contracts Committee 
and give sworn testimony, if he can, to expiate 
himself and to lift the cloud that his actions 
have placed over Congress. This May has re- 
fused to do. 

Instead, he arose Monday on the floor of the 
House and spoke 3000 words of irrelevancy, un- 
supported denial and base and corny dema- 
goguery. By having spoken purportedly to the 
accusations on the floor, he is now immune to 
interrogation by the Mead Committee, because 
of the constitutional provision exempting a Con- 
gressman from compulsory questioning on a 
subject on which he has spoken from the floor. 

If May continues to refuse to testify before the 
Mead Committee under oath—that is, under lia- 
bility to prosecution for perjury—he is convicted 
in the public mind of having invoked a stratagem 
to protect himself from the meet consequences 
of his deeds,

The law says: “Whoever, being elected or ap- 
pointed à Senator, member of or delegate to 
Congress, or a resident commissioner, shall, aft- 
er his election or appointment... and during 
his continuance in office . . directly or in- 
directly, receive, or agree to receive, any com- 
pensation whatever for any services rendered or 
to be rendered to any person, either himself or 
another, in relation to any proceeding, contract, 
claim ,..in which the United States is a party 
or directly or indirectly interested, before any 
department, bureau officer, or any civil, military 
or naval commission whatever, shall be fined not 
more than $10,000 and imprisoned not more than 
two years 

Mr. May is a lawyer. He knows the statute. 
He knows he has loathsomely intervened for con- 
tracts and favors for the Garsson companies 


with everybody from then Under Secretary of 


War Patterson on down. And Mr. May, on the 
present showing, takes technical immunity from 
his speech in Congress.

Kaltenbrunner is described as “the last 
ominous symbol of the darkest period in Ger- 
man history,” who now “would like to be re- 
born.“ Keitel is “little more than a helpless 
chip: whirled along by destiny,” with suitable 
asides on Julian the Apostate, Nietzsche and 
Hitler’s “invincible spell.“ 

Less can be said of such Nazis, who cringe 
for their crimes, than for those who stand boldly 
on their guilt. But the distinction is a wisp. 
All these men think tortured Teutonic thoughts 
of fatalism, whether fate means conquest or de- 
feat. All bow to historical determinism, which 
denies personal responsibility and is a con- 
venient excuse for anything. Here is man, help- 
less against fate—with incidental music by 
Wagner. However it is stated, this is rationali- 
zation of mass murder, and the dirge of the 
defense must end with the twang of the noose.

turn toward the role of economic arbiter. He 
believes in an intelligent and orderly balance 
between the of labor and those of busi- 
ness. 

In the Republican party, in short, he stands 
for the forward view against blind stand-patism 
and the backroom voices that dictate the atti- 
tudes of the Old Guard. Whether or not the 
political fates pick him for the party’s standard- 
bearer, his influence will have been for the good. 
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The Ku Klux Klan, resisting an income tax 
collection suit, maintains that it is nonexistent. 
It seems to us that here the Klan is indulging 
in other people’s wishful thinking. 
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Achievement at Paris 

The success of the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters at its current session in bringing harmoni- 
ous solutions out of some of the toughest prob- 
lems before it has been little short of phenome- 
nal. The agreement to call a peace conference 
of 21 nations is a real attainment of the first 
magnitude. Its effect is nothing less than the 
preservation of joint action by the democracies 
and the Soviet. If it had not been reached, a 
peace conference without Russia would have 
been inevitable, and that would have meant the 
end of joint action, past any possibility of re- 
vival. 

The achievements were hard won, but they 
have been won, and it ought to strengthen the 
determination of the ministers, and the countries 
they represent, to search unremittingly for com- 
mon grounds in all their other problems. 

The decision to internationalize Trieste was 
the only practicable basis for agreement. Britain 
and the United States had insisted that Trieste 
remain Italian; Russia had insisted that it be- 
come Yugoslavian... Since neither view could 
prevail in its entirety, reasonableness made com- 
promise necessary. That the ministers were 
able to make a wise compromise on a matter 
so fraught with high feeling is a credit to them 
as men of sense. We hope it is also an indica- 
tion that they are learning to work together. 

The Trieste agreement removes an obstacle 


that has impeded the drawing-up of treaties 


almost since the beginning of the discussions of 
the shape of the peace. Treaties for Italy, Fin- 
land, Romania, Hungary and Bulgaria can now 
be prepared. 

The agreements on Italian reparations and on 
the Italian colonies, added to the earlier agree- 
ments on the Dodecanese islands and the Italo- 
French frontier, leave two major items still un- 
settled: freedom of navigation on the Danube, 
and removal of the incubus of occupation armies 
from bankrupt and starving Austria. 

If the powers will bring to these remaining 
matters the willingness to reason that they have 
shown toward the subjects already settled at 
Paris, the peace of the world will appear sub- 
stantially more secure than it did as recently 
as a month ago.

Dr. Garsson’s record before the fantastic 
corporate manipulations began in 1942 
showed one brush with the law in which 
he was acquitted. His brother and war- 
time associate, Murray Garsson, however, 
was in many scrapes and has now retired 
to Cuba for his health. 

Dr. Garsson used to style himself an ex- 
pert on reorganization.” Senate investiga- 
tors testify to his skill. They were baffled 
for weeks by the maze of at least 16 cor- 
porations which he manipuiated. 


Most of them were paper organizations, 
They had different fiscal year endings and 
assets were shifted back and forth and en- 
hanced with strokes of the pen.

The key figure in the investigation is a 
consulting engineer and a good one, ac- 
cording to Louis Segal, of the Segal Safe 
and Lock Co., who employed Dr. Garsson, 
Garsson wanted Mr. Segal to organize a 
corporation for war work in early 1942. 
Failing in that, according to testimony, he 
used letterheads of Mr. Segal’s company to 
interest the War Department. 


The department was led to believe that 
Dr. Garsson was prepared to produce muni- 
tions in the Segal plant in the Erie Basin 
section of Brooklyn. He got a letter of 
intent and a million-dollar advance on a 
contract. He went on from there. 

Biographical material prepared by Dr. 
Garsson himself claimed membership in the 
Bankers Club of America and employment 
by the American Smelting and Refining 
Co., Erie Railroad, Atlantic Basin Iron 
Works, and as chief analyst for a congres- 
sional committee investigating bondholders’ 
reorganization. ’ 

While employed as an agent by the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau in the New York 
Division, Dr. Garsson was arrested on Feb, 
17, 1926 in connection with a $5000 bribe 
in an income tax case, indicted, and tried 
in August, 1927. The jury brought in a not 
guilty verdict.

He was removed from his position, how- 
ever, and later sought permission to resign, 
stating that he wanted to be admitted to 
the New York State Bar. The Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue in 1937 denied Dr. 
Garsson's request to change his personnel 
record, 

Data on Murray Garsson was supplied to 
the committee from the files of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, which gave his 
home as 288 Dover street, Brooklyn, and 
stated that he was reportedly born in Lon- 
don on May 14, 1890, a son of Joseph H. and 
Eva Garsson.” He allegedly came to the 
United States in 1892 and is supposed to 
have become a naturalized citizen.” 

The report began with a voluntary bank- 
ruptcy petition in 1926, when he listed lia- 
bilities of $530,301 and assets of $200, Dun 
& Bradstreet records in 1935 showed what 
was apparently another bankruptcy case 
with $89,000 in liabilities and no assets. 

The New York City pole files, accord- 
ing to the FBI, show the following about 
Garsson: 

Arrested June 26, 1915, disorderly con- 
duct, sentence suspended, 


April 3, 1924, accused of grand larceny, 
discharged. 


July 14, 1926, violation of corporation or- 
dinance, no disposition shown. 


The FBI also reported the marriage of 
one of his daughters at the Waldorf-As- 
toria Hotel in New York in 1934 at which 
she was rabbed of a necklace. 


“An insurance company at first refused 
to pay the loss,” said the FBI report, “be- 
cause of the reported unsavory reputation 
of Murray Garsson, her father,” 


* * * 


The report continued: 


“Additional information was received in 
1928 reflecting that Garsson was connected 
with Owney Madden and others in the op- 
eration of the Flannigan Brewery in New 
York City. It was later reported in 1932 
that Garsson received $50,000 from Madden 
for stopping an investigation looking toward 
the deportation of Madden. 

“Information was received that Garsson 
was connected with Dutch Schultz and in 
the purchasing of a brewery in New York 
City utilized money advanced by Schultz. 
It also was reported that Garsson had acted 
as an emissary to Washington in behalf of 
Schultz in an endeavor to obtain for him 
immunity from prosecution on charges 
pending at that time.” 


In February, 1930, Murray Garsson was 
appointed special assistant to the Secretary 
of Labor at a salary of $1 a year, later 
raised to $9000. He reportedly made in- 
vestigations into alleged smuggling of 
aliens, 

In the latter field he covered New York, 
Buffalo, Detroit, Pittsburgh and Chicago, 
causing many arrests, and went to Holly- 
wood threatening to deport alien movie 
stars.

When President Roosevelt suceeded Pres- 
ident Hoover in 1933 and Miss Frances Per- 
kins became Secretary of Labor, she stopped 
the “secret service” activities of Mr. Gars- 
son, and turned enforcement over to the 
regular immigration agents. $6 


She reported that during the fiscal year 
all but $12,970 of a $200,000 appropriation 
had been expended; that in 1933 $17,574 had 
been spent on salaries, $62,695 for travel- 
ing expenses and $8240 “for purposes classed 
as ‘confidential,’ for which no reports ex- 
isted.” 

At the same time, Edward D. Zucker, as 
president of the United States Immigration 
Inspectors Association, issued a statement 
saying that the Garsson activities were 
more productive of publicity than tangible 
results, and cost the Government over 
$200,000 a year. 

Murray Garsson also worked for the con- 
gressional committee investigating bond- 
holders’ reorganization, 1935-36. 

A brother, Irving, was a. prohibition agent 
and was indicted in New York on Nov. 23, 
1922, on a conspiracy charge. 

Murray and Henry M. Garsson are listed 
in the New York telephone book as having 
an office at 280 Madison avenue, the latter 
as a consulting engineer

Lone Eagle Remembered 


“The American,” by Howard Fast. (Duell, Sloan and 
Pearce, New York.) 


On Nov. 11, 1883, four men were hanged e. 
by the State of Illinois. They had been 
tried and condemned as the men med on 
ble for the explosion of a bomb at a meet- 
ing of workingmen in Haymarket Square, 
Chicago. The explosion killed one police- 
man and injured others. 

Eight men were arrested, all of them 
known to be labor leaders, some of them 
avowed anarchists, The case was tried first 
in the press, which dragged out its stock 
caricature, the bearded bomb-throwing an- 
archist. Then it went to the court of one 
Judge Gary, where a mockery of a trial 
was held by a prejudiced judge and «a 
packed jury. 

Four of the men were hanged; one be- 
came a doubtful suicide; three were sent 
to prison. Six years later these men were 
unconditionally pardoned, and the justice 
of the entire trial was called into question 
by the new Governor of Illinois, John Peter 
Altgeld. 


* * * . 


That is the central incident of Howard 
Fast’s new historical novel, “The Ameri- 
can,” a fictional presentation of Altgeld’s 
life; but it is by no means the whole novel. 
Mr. Fast's task has been twofold: first, to 
present the man Altgeld as fully as possi- 
ble, and, secondly, to give the reader some 
understanding of the muddled Illinois polit- 
ical life of which he was a part. 

The problem of Altgeld is the problem of 
how a man who had played successfully the 
frequently murky game of politics, a game 
which demands concessions from a man’s 

conscience as well as deference to the rich 

and mighty, could have permitted himself, 
at the height of his career, to perform an 
act which, though clearly in the interests 
1 was just as clearly political sui- 
cide, 

To explain this problem, Mr. Fast takes 
us into Altgeld’s background, that of the 
immigrant farmer’s family, and into the 
impoverished strivings of an ambitious 
youth. This is much, but it is not enough, 
and one regrets that, in order to reach 
quickly the central incident of his hero’s 
life, the author skips lightly over the years 
during which Altgeld secured his political 
foothold. We meet the successful and well- 
to-do Judge Altgeld with rather astonishing 


speed,

The development of the mature Altgeld 
—the inner growth of the man even after 
he has reached the peak which would have 
impeded growth in another man—the 
gles between his knowledge of justice and 
his knowledge of practical politics—this is 
believably presented. We feel in all this 
that we are touching a man. We feel it 
even more after he has cast his lot and 
begins the struggle to retain, and later to 
regain, his political power. 

President Cleveland's use of Federal 
troops to break the Pullman strike led to 
a struggle for control of the Democratic 
party which Altgeld won. The description 
of the Democratic convention, where Alt- 
geld strove for the nomination of Senator 
“Silver Dick” Bland of Missouri, but was 
thwarted by Bryan's orotund “Cross of 
Gold” speech; and of how, lacking faith in 
Bryan, he nevertheless worked for his elec- 
tion, and, in doing so, lost his own re-elec- 
tion; this is one of the best sequences in 
the book. In reading about Altgeld, we 
read about Debs, Darrow and other leading 
figures of the liberal movement. 

Altgeld's political failure was his personal 
triumph. Mr, Fast has not slighted his 
early political opportunism. Yet as a man, 
he grew—long after he reached maturity. 
That is.what makes his life worth a book 
by our ablest historical novelist.

What Mr. Byrnes Has Achieved 


O APPRAISE what Mr. Byrnes has achieved in the Italian agree- 
T ments we must remember the situation as it was last spring when 
the long tedious negotiations began. The question then was not the 
talo-Tugoslav boundary and Trieste. It was the much greater ques- 
on of the control of the Mediterranean; of a Soviet challenge tc 


ritish supremacy. 


The Italian treaty opened up 
te enormous and ancient conflict 
tiween the Russian and the Brit- 
ig empires. Mr. Molotov promptly 
lai claim to strategic points with- 
inthe prostrate Italian Empire 
wWhre Russia could most surely 
hae established herself as a Med. 
iteranean power. He asked not 
onl that his vassal, Tito, should 
be bvereign in Trieste and at the 
hea: of the Adriatic but that the 
Sovit Union should be conceded 
footipnlds in the Aegean, in North 
Afria, and even in the Red Sea. 


Russa Gives Ground. 


Mr. Byrnes has not solved the 
Mediterranean problem. But he 
has s@arated it from the Italian 
and th Balkan peace treaties. He 
has narowed the immediate issue 
—from one which involved the 
balanceof power throughout the 
world—own to a relatively small 
border dspute between Italy and 
Yugoslata. Thus the making of 
peace traties has been disen- 
tangled rom the conflict of em- 
pires in the Mediterranean and 
the Middl East. 

Consideing Russia's vital inter- 
est in the Mediterranean, that is 
no mean achievement. In the 
perspective of world politics it 
would be anfair and untrue to 
accept the judgment of the emi- 
nent critic who has already said 
that Russi comes out best in the 
first settlement in Western Eur- 
ope. ... InItaly she has pushed 
the United Hates and Britain to 
recede from their positions on 
every importmt point.” 

For there vas no more impor- 
tant point than whether Russia 
was to place herself athwart the 
Mediterranean and on that point 
it is Russia thit has receded from 
her original position. Whereas 
originally she @ught to make the 
Italian peace tmaty the vehicle of 
her claim to become a Mediter- 
ranean power, ii the end she has 
agreed to an Itdian treaty which 
leaves that clain unsatisfied. 


Voice of the Fleet. 


The advantage which Mr. Byrnes 
has gained here h not, as some 
may think, that Russia has been 
excluded from the Mediterranean. 
In the long run Russia cannot be 
excluded from the Mediterranean. 
The real advantage e has gained 
is that Russia's entrance into the 
Mediterranean has ten delayed: 
time and the opportunity have, 
therefore, been won to prepare a 
situation, to devise ard negotiate 
arrangements, which tan satisfy 
Russia's just claim in the Medi- 
terranean without precipitating a 
conflict with Britain ard without 
upsetting the balance of power. 

Mr. Byrnes's success is due, in 
the last analysis, to the decision 
to reinforce the United States 
Mediterranean fleet. By that deci- 
sion Mr. Byrnes made plain in 
language that the Kremlin fully 
understands that the United States 
has a vital interest of its own in 
the Mediterranean. This Amer- 
jcan act spoke louder than all the 
“tough” speeches. 

It indicated, moreover, the direc- 
tion we shall have to go if the 
Mediterranean question — now 
postponed—is ever to be settled. 
We shall have to enter the Medi- 
terranean on our own and thus 
be able to negotiate with the Rus- 
Hans as one of the principal 
powers about the condition of 
their entry into the Mediterranean. 

On the narrower issue of 
Trieste and the Yugoslav frontier, 
the worst that can be said of the 
agreement is that the compromise 
on Trieste was hastily improvised 

and crudely planned. A compro- 
mise of this kind was neverthe- 
less unavoidable. It was impos- 
sible, no matter how much the 


Roman mobs may insult the Allies 
to award Trieste outright to ar 
Italy which was not only dis 
armed but from which the British 
American forces had been evacu 
ated. 

Trieste has not become Yugo 
slav. But it could be preservec 
from Tito’s sovereignty only b; 
an arrangement which permittec 
and obligated military forces 
neither Italian nor Yugoslav, t 
remain in the area after peace 
had been made with Italy. This 
is the crux of the decision tc 
“internationalize” the area, 

It was known before the secon? 
meeting of the ministers in Paris 
that an international  solutior 
alone was possible, and that such 
a solution was most probable. It 
may fairly be asked, thcrefore, 
why we did not have ready a 
broader and better plan of our 
own than the one we reluctantly 
accepted. This might have re- 
sulted in the adoption of a better 
plan. But that, I venture to re- 
peat, is the worst that can be said 
in criticism of the part played by 
Secretary Byrnes and the Amer 
ican delegation. For the com- 
promise they accepted does not 
sacrifice any clearly defined prin- 
ciple nor any vital interest either 
of the United States or Great 
Britain. 


The Ethnic Frontier. 


In fixing these frontiers, Mr. 

Byrnes has found what, of course, 
he knew when he begar that in 
Central and Eastern Europe there 
are at least half a dozen border- 
lands where no generally accept- 
able boundary can be drawn. Not 
a single state in that part of Eu- 
rope can be made to include all 
the people of the same nationality 
and no people of any other nation- 
ality. The perfect ethnic frontier 
cannot be drawn betwee’ Italy and 
Yugoslavia, between Italy and 
Austria, between Hungary and 
Romania, between Poland and 
Russia, between Poland and Ger- 
many. 
Mr. Byrnes has, therefore, let it 
be known that he would consider 
a provision in the treaties by which 
frontiers might peaceably be re- 
vised. He has, however, been 
aware of the dangers and difficul- 
ties. The trouble, as he himself 
says, with such arrangements is 
that they put a premium on na- 
tionalist agitation: if a method is 
set up by which frontiers can be 
changed, there will be politicians 
who spend their lives clamoring 
for new frontiers. 


Switzerland’s Example. 


It would be better, it seems to 
me, for the United States to take 
its stand on the conclusion that 
the perfect ethnic frontier does 
not exist, and then to insist on the 
principle that a good state is one 
in which all men have equal rights 
rather than the same ethnic 
origin. This is the American 
principle. It is indeed the civilized 
principle—applied most success- 
fully in Europe by the Swiss. 

There is no good reason why the 
United States should accept the 
view that Central Europe can 
never become so civilized as 
Switzerland, that a common citi- 
zenship cannot replace primitive 
tribal differences. If men and 
women of Italian and Slovene 
descent can live together peace- 
ably and loyally in America, then 
in the end they can learn to live 
together in Venezia Giulia and 
Dalmatia. 

That, rather than the vain and 
endless attempt to separate them 
sharply by barbed wire frontiers, 
is the solution we can best offer, 
or at least continue to preach, to 
the warring nationalists of Cen- 


tral Europe.

NEW COUNTY PLANNING GROUP 


James H. O’Brien, 1105 Fern-

Lewis, 195 West Watson road, 
Kirkwood, was elected vice chair- 
man. The new commission, au- 
thorized in a law signed last 
month by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, 
was appointed June 17 by the St. 
Louis County Court. 

A proposal by Presiding Judge 
Luman F. Matthews of the Coun- 
ty Court that application be made 
for $35,000 in federal funds for 
surveys for a system of parks 
and scenic parkways was ap- 
proved by last night’s meeting. 
Judge Matthews estimated yes- 
terday that the program would 
cost about $7,000,000, and suggest- 
ed a proposal for a bond issue 
or tax increase to finance it be 
submitted to the voters next year. 


The commission also decided 
fo meet in the near future to 
consider a plan for a system of 
12 minor airports which had been 
drawn up by the previous plan- 
ning commision but had not been 
finally approved. Roy Jablonsky, 
County Highway Engineer and 
an ex-officio membes of the com- 
mission, told the meeting the city 
and county would have to have 
an approved metropolitan airport 
plan before federal funds to as- 
gist-in construction could be ob- 
tained. Ths 12 fields proposed in 
the minor plan are in addition 
to those now in existence or pre- 
viously proposed.

EDISON’S DESK, 
SEALED AT DEATH, 
TO BE UNLOCKED 


Old Roll-Top Holds Notes, 
Records, Possibly Plans 
for New Devices. 


WEST ORANGE, N. J., July 10 
(AP)—The heavy roll-top desk at 
which Thomas Alva Edison 
worked, sealed since the in- 
ventor’s death Oct. 18, 1931, is to 
be opened in a few weeks. 

The twin locks on the old-fash- 
joned desk were turned 15 years 
ago by members of Edison’s fam- 
Hy, and the notes and records the 
inventor was working on at his 
death have lain undisturbed. 

The new Thomas Alva Edison 
Foundation, Inc., now plans to 
open the desk and examine its 
hoard of documents. There may 
be new devices whose develop- 
ment was halted with the death 
of the inventor. 

If the desk yields nothing else, 
it should produce valuable addi- 
tions to what already is known of 
Edison from among the sheafs of 
papers in his own handwriting. 
It was the inventor's personal 
sanctum, and it was rarely vio- 
lated during his lifetime.

SCHOOL BOARD ORDERS 
MERIT PLAN DRAFTED 


Authorizes Appointment of 
Civil Service Expert to 
Work Out System. 


A resolution authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a civil service expert 
to draft a comprehensive merit 
system for all employes of the 
Board of Education was adopted 
last night at a meeting of the 
board. 

Dr. Herbert O. Winterer, presi- 
dent of the board, said he would 
select a three-member committee 
to interview applicants for the po- 
sition and to make recommenda- 
tions to the board at its next 
meeting in September. 

Work on the proposed classifi- 
dation system will begin imme 
diately after the board approves 
the appointment, he said. Begin- 
ning in September, personnel pro- 
cedures will be determined by the 
board of examiners until the merit 
system is established and admin- 
istered by a full-time personnel 
director, Dr. Winterer said. The 
board of examiners, consisting of 
three board members, was set up 
last fall, but has been inactive, he 
said. 

The board also adopted a reso- 
lution, introduced by William 
Schumaker, which requires appli- 
cants for classified positions, with 
the exception of those in the in- 
struction department, to take 
competitive examinations for jobs, 
effective in September. The reso- 
lution also provides that present 
employes shall not be required to 
take examinations, either to re- 
tain their present jobs or to ad- 
vance to higher posts, and gives 
permanent status to temporary 
employes now employed in the 
schools. 

However, Dr. Winterer said he 
did not know whether present 
employes would be required to 
meet qualifications and standards 
set up in the new merit system. 

The board also approved the 

svecial planning committee’s rec- 
ommendations for modernization 
of the public school system and 
construction of new facilities. It 
accepted the committee’s priority 
list of projects, which will cost 
$32,384,472 under the five-year 
program. 
Elmore M. Putney, chairman of 
the committee, requested the 
board to consider methods of 
raising funds by an increased 
tax levy and bond issue to fi- 
nance the project at the next 
me ting.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 10 
(AP)—A 20 per cent cut in grants 
to Missouri’s dependent children 
was announced last night by Proc- 
tor N. Carter, welfare director, a 
few hours after Gov. Donnelly 
signed a $58,954,150 appropriation 
bill allotting social security funds 
for the next year, a 

After Donnelly signed the bill 
Carter mobilized his staff to rush 
$3,061,831 in July old-age pension 
checks to recipients who normally 
receive them the first or second 
day of the month. Crews worked 
overtime to mail checks. The 
pension roli now carries 106,222 
names, 

Carter announced that aid to 
dependent children grants for July 
would be cut 20 per cent because 
the legislature alloted $3,000,000 
instead of the $3,742,000 he had re- 
quested. 

Funds became available to pay 
unemployable persons on d 
relief on the basis of 70 per cent 
of their needs instead of 55 per 
cent as in recent months, 

Under the 20 per cent cut for 
aid to nearly 40,000 dependent chil- 
drer, Carter said July payments 
would average about $28.98 per. 
family, a reduction of $7.24 under 
June, and about $11 per child, a 
reduction of $2.76, 

For direct relief the legislature 
allotted $3,750,000 although $6,975,- 
000 had been requested. On a 70 
per cent basis, July payments 
would average about $29 per 
household or $11.75 per person, 
compared with $21.12 and $8.71 in 


May, 

The $20,000,000 appropriated for 
old-age assistance was approxi- 
mately the amount requested and 
Carter said the money would per- 
mit full payments throughout the 
fiscal year which started July 1, 
Grants this month average $28.82,

“These aims have little relation 
to the love of human beings, but 
are directly connected with the

The article asserted that, al- 
though UNRRA relief was dis- 
tributed through a special inter- 
governmental organization, “how- 
ever, as a matter of fact, this or- 
ganization is nothing other than 
an apparatus of the United States 
and England.” 

Izvestia charged specifically that

Before Supreme Court. 

On instructions from President 
Truman, Attorney General Clark 
some time ago filed an original 
case in the Supreme Court against 
the State of California, The court 
has taken jurisdiction of this 
case, The purpose of this suit is 
to determine, without loss of time, 
whether California or the United 
States under existing law has title 
to these tidelands which are sup- 
posed to be fabulously rich in oil. 

The Honorable Pat and Attorney 
General Kenny of California, as 
well as most of the other attor- 
neys general who do not represent 
rights that could possibly be af- 
fected, say that the Supreme Court 
has already decided the issue at 
least 50 times. If this is so, the 
question might be asked why 
these lawyers want to deprive the 
Supreme Court of jurisdiction and 
by a legislative act declare title 
in the State of California, Courts 
were set up to decide questions of 
law. It would be bad democratic 
procedure, by the enactment of 
this bill, to deprive the Supreme 
Court of jurisdiction that belongs 
to it under the Constitution. 

Danger As a Precedent. 

If this can be done as to Call- 
fornia and oil, it can be done as 
to any other matter affecting any 
other state. We will need oil for 
our Army and Navy in the event 
of another war, One would think 
that Congress would be more in- 
terested in providing against that 
need than in enriching the State 
of California and Standard Oil.

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


T’S time to indulge in melons. 
Ie have few calories, heaps 

of bouquet and flavor and are 
wonderful meal starters or meal 
enders for either fat.or lean folks. 
Melons, especially muskmelons 
and cantaloupes, are especially 
rich in vitamin C which is a 
surprise to those who think only 
of citrus fruit and tomatoes as 
the only important sources. Some 
people like their melons chilled 
and some like them at room tem- 
perature. If chilled, they néed 
to inhabit a refrigerator bag that 
zippers up tightly to confine the 
aroma. But no matter what the 
desired temperature, melons 
should be cut and the seeds re- 
moved just before they are served, 
and in no case should they ever 
be filled with ice, for to do so 
dilutes the flavor too prodigally. 

Dakota Potatoes, 

Pan fry four slices bacon, Re- 
move bacon. Add four cups sliced 
raw potatoes and one _ onion, 
sliced, to the bacon drippings and 
saute for 10 minutes, turning 
gently with a spatula to distrib- 
ute the fat. Add two cups cooked 


_ tomatoes, two teaspoons salt, one- 


fourth teaspoon pepper, one-half 
teaspoon prepared mustard, one 
teaspoon stigar and one-fourth 
teaspoon celery salt arid simmer 
until potatoes are tender and the 
tomato juice slightly thickened 
(about 20 minutes). Break the 
crisp bacon into small pieces and 
sprinkle over top of potatoes 
when ready to serve. Serves four 
to six.

BREAKFAST: Sliced oranges, 
milk toast.

How It Started

“Career.” 


It is the part of wisdom to 
stand by what time and usage 
make of words. Many legitimate 
words are as amazing as slang 
when we compare their origins 
with the meaning they have for 
us. 

Take “career” for example. We 
have it from the French carriere, 
meaning “carriage road.” That 
is what it meant in English when 
it was recorded about 1570, when 
we took it over from the French. 
Shortly afterwards, it came to in- 
clude a carriage race, then a horse 
race, then à a gallop at full speed, 
then a charge or encounter in a 
tournament or battle; and finally 
the movement of the constella- 
tions, as the course of the sun or 
a star through the heavens! 

It was this idea of swift and 
unimpeded motion in “career” 
which caused its use to be ex- 
tended to any continuous course 
of action, particularly to the “full 
swing,” so-called, of a person’s 
activity or progress through life. 
The last application was at first 
confined to people of conspicuous 
position, but ultimately it was 
requisitioned to describe one's 
course through any professional 
life or employment which offered 
scope for progress and advance- 


ment. This usage started about 


the turn of the 19th century. In 
a little over two hundred years, 
“career” had changed in meaning 
from “horse race” to “succéss 
story!”

HYDE PARK, TUESDAY. 


EAVING the country at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning, we 
reached New York in time for 
me to do an errand before going 
to the closing ceremonies at 99 
Park Avenue, headquarters of the 
New York City Defense Recrea- 
tion Committee. I went to the 
opening five years ago, and I re- 
member well when Mrs, Anna 
Rosenberg, founder of the com- 
mittee, started getting the organ- 
ization together, interesting the 
Mayor and talking to all the peo- 
ple who eventually made it a suc- 
cess, 
The people who worked at this 
recreation center for the service- 
men who came into the city did 


a tremendous job, I think they 


must have been repaid a thousand 
times over by the enjoyment 
which they brought into so many 
young men’s lives. However, the 
staff at headquarters could have 
done little without the co-opera- 
tion of innumerable other people, 
primarily people in the entertain- 
ment world, 

Mrs. Rosenberg knew this, and 
so John Golden, the theatrical pro- 
ducer, who had done a similar job 
in World War I, was urged to get 
into harness again. Under his 
leadership, every type of enter- 
tainment in the city extended hos- 
pitality to the men of the services, 
either as they went out to distant 
parts of the world or as they re- 
turned. Many a boy will never for- 
get this center, which gave him 
information which he needed and 
made it possible for him to enjoy 
his last day or two in his own 
country. 


Mayor O’Dwyer must have been 
glad to get this building back, 
since buildings are scarce, and I 
think everybody present yesterday 
was glad that it was possible to 
turn it back to him for peacetime 
purposes. A pledge was given by 
Mrs. Rosenberg and Mrs. Julius 
Ochs Adler, chairman of the com- 
mittee, that the organizations that 
had worked so hard together dur- 
ing the war would continue to 
serve the men in the armed forces 


during peacetime. Secretary of 
War Patterson, who gave a very 
fine address, said that these serv- 
ices were still much needed, as 
there are 1,500,000 men in the 
army at present and there will be 
1,000,000 still in the army a year 
from now. 


My niece and a young friend of 
hers, who has been staying with 
me for a week, came to town with 
us and spent the afternoon win- 
dow shopping. They assured me 
that they had been into the public 
library at 42nd and into every 
shop on Fifth avenue in that 
neighborhood! 


In the evening we went to the 
Radio City Music Hall, which is 
really an exciting place to visit 
for the first time. I enjoyed the 
movie, “Anna and the King of 
Siam,” very much indeed. I think 
Irene Dunne makes it seem quite 
reasonable that Anna could “get 
away” with her outrageous be- 
havior toward the king and fin- 
ally win his regard, admiration 
and affection, 


As for the rest of the show, it. 


seems to me that “The Strange 
Interlude,” as done by the Arnaut 
brothers, was one of the most 
amusing things I had ever seen. I 
had never heard either a cock or a 
hen converse in quite such elo- 
quent tones, but they were com- 
pletely understandable and I was 
quite sure I could translate what 
they were saying to each other. 


Altogether, yesterday was a full 
and busy day, and now, after 
another early start, we are back 
in the country awaiting a small 
and cozy party of 160 young 
people!

ASE K-241: Polly B., aged 26, is an attractive unmarried 
8 girl with a stage-fright problem. “I am a college gradu- 

ate,” she began, “and have taught school for four years, 
but my greatest ambition has been a musical career. When I 
get up to play a solo, however, I'm scared to death and tremble 
like a leaf. Can you tell me what is wrong and how to over- 
come this horrible stage-fright? As a child I didn’t have it, 
but only in the last two or three years has it seemed to develop. 
Furthermore, I am quite at ease before my high school pupils 
when I am teaching, and I can address the parent-teacher 
meeting without feeling so panicky. But as soon as I pick up 
my violin to play a.solo, then I shake like an amateur. Dr, 
Crane, why did this nervousness and fear develop in me only 
in the last few years, and what can I do to overcome it?”

MANY PEOPLE who are accustomed to performing be- 
fore the public and are not unusually nervous while doing their 
eustomary public speaking or singing or sleight-of-hand tricks, 
will become very much upset if they are asked to perform in 
a different manner. Thus, a skillful speaker may blush and 
feel stage-fright if he tries to sing. Conversely, a singer who 
feels at ease before an audience while she is rendering a solo, 
may be all excited and confused if she is asked to give a little 
talk to the same group. In brief, our assurance is a social 
habit which develops while we are performing a “specific” act 
before a given audience. As long as we continue in the same 
act, we are calm. But if we alter the act, even though retaining 
the same audience, then the situation is different and we react 
more like beginners or amateurs. Polly's stage-fright might be 
explained on this basis, although after two years of playing 
one would think she should have become somewhat used to 
the solo situation. Could she have some other emotional 
reaction fastened to the violin besides the normal stage-fright? 
I questioned her along the latter line of thinking, and found 
that she had been an only child, brought up in a sheltered, 
idealistic type of home. She had had very few dates with 
men. And her musical education had been chiefly at the 
piano until three years ago. Then she decided to take up the 
violin. Her instructor was a very attractive looking Italian. 
She became very much attached to him, although at first she 
didn't realize it. That's why she was unusually devoted to her 
violin and practiced such long hours. In short, the violin had 
become a symbol or reminder of the Italian who taught her 
how to play upon it, although she hadn’t recognized this fact 
consciously.

THEN ONE DAY the Italian took her in his arms and 
kissed her. She was naturally quite thrilled, but never having 
really been kissed before, she blushed and was confused. He 
kissed her again and she finally pushed him away and said 
she ought to go on with her playing. But her hands trembled 
and he teased her about the fact, thus drawing her attention 
definitely to her nervousness in fingering the instrument. The 
Italian instructor later moved to New York. Polly hasn't seen 
him since, but her trembling during the solo is a memorial to 
this emotional event in the past, just as stuttering Nkewise 
memorializes the victim's verbal confusion in a certain social 
situation.

This is es- 
pecially true in cases of acute 
pancreatitis or inflammation of 
‘the pancreas, because this disorder 
masquerades not as one, but as 
two other totally dissimilar con- 
ditions. 

The pancreas is a gland in the 
abdomen that forms insulin. This 
insulin is needed for the use of 
sugars by the body, as well as 
other substances necessary in the 
digestion of food. Its inflamma- 
tion may result in a very danger- 
ous condition in some instances 
while, in others, it may cause only 
a mild attack of pain and perhaps 
vomiting.

ACCORDING TO Dr. Norman 


G. Godfrey of England, the two 
conditions with which acute pan- 
creatitis ig most apt to be con- 
fused are a ruptured ulcer of the 
stomach or the first part of the 
bowel, and acute inflammation of 
the gall-bladder. The less severe 
cases cause symptoms like those 
of gall-bladder inflammation; the 
more severe, those resembling 
ruptured ulcer. ; 

Now, a ruptured ulcer demands 
speedy operation if the patient's 
life is to be saved, whereas, in 
gall-bladder inflammation, opera- 
tion is either not performed at 
all or delayed for some time. 

If operation is performed in 
cases where acute pancreatitis 
has failed to be diagnosed, it may 
result seriously, while if other 
measures of treatment are used 
the outlook for the patient is 
much better. 

Faced with this disease in a 
serious form, the doctor bears a 
heavy responsibility and is con- 
fronted with an almost insoluble 
dilemma. To operate or not to 
operate is the question and his 
patient’s life may depend on how 
he answers it, Nor is there any 
way, short of opening the abdo- 
men and looking, of being abso- 
lutely positively sure that the

Therefore, Dr. Godfrey cautions 


that before a physician dare fore- 


go operation in the belief that he 
is dealing with acute pancreatitis, 
he must give careful thought to 
the possibility of ruptured ulcer. 
If he cannot be certain that this 
is not the cause, operation must 
be carried out. If, at the time of 
operation, it is found that the 
pancreas is inflamed, the gall- 
bladder may be drained to relieve 
the pressure on the pancreas, since 
the gall ducts empty into the in- 
testine near the front part of the 
pancreas. 
If it is felt certain that the 
trouble ig due to acute pancreati- 


tis, the treatment used consists of 


complete rest in bed, the giving 
of blood plasma by injection into 
a vein and other measures to keep 
up the patient’s strength.
